The treaty, he declared, was "shqt 


through" with -American principles, 
put there by',the common consent. of 
the world. .One of the things : Amer- 
ica had had in "heart '-throtighout her 
whole ; existence. • said - the president, 
was that arbitration and consultation 
should 'be Substituted- for force. This 
was accomplished, he declared, by 
the league of nation^ covenant. Nine 
months of discussion of any Inter- 
national controversy would be as- 
sured under the covenant, he asserted, 
adding that this principle previously 
Jiad .been iwritten into thirty arbi- 
tration treaties, "all of which were 
confirmed by the United States sen- 
ate." " 
'The principle and the league, he 
declared, already had been adopted 
by -the United States. 
The boycott Imposed on covenant 
breakers was emphasized by the 
president as constituting a measure 
more effective than military forcie. 
The "most conclusive" thing that 
could happen to a nation, he con- 
tinued,. was "to be read out of decent 
society." 


Effective disarmament would be 


accomplished under the covenant, Mr. 
Wilson predicted, declaring it was 
ridiculous to talk of the league as 
tending to war,, when "its whole es- 
sence" is arbitration and peace. The 
league, he declared, would mean the 
end of the "military clan" throughout 
the worlor forever. 
"There is no way to dispense with 
great armaments without an agree- 
ment by the great nations of the 
world," salfl Mr. Wilson, "and here 
is the agreement." 


Autocracy would perish with mili- 


tarism, added the president, and the 
Intrigue which has terrorized Europe 
for generations -would be ended. He 
declared that "democracies will sooner 
or later have to destroy that kind of 
government and If we don't do it now, 
the job will b» before us. This task, 
he continued, must be carried to the 
extent that no minority ahywhere 
could control the majority. 
_ 
"The men who .now control tht 


affairs of Russia," said -Mr. Wilson, 
"represent nobody but themselves. 
They have no kind of a mandate. 
There are only thirty-four of them. I 
am told. There is a closer monopoly 
of power iii Moscow than there ever 
was in Wilhelmstrasss. And a man 


j more cruel than the czar is controll- 
ing the destinies of that people. 


"And 
if we don't want little groups 


of selfish men to plot the future of 
Europe,- then we must see to it that 
little groups of selfish men do not

'he smart champion of the futuie \vill 


be thn one who refuses to defend his, 
title on holidayb For It Is on days like 
that, that many of the kings of pugilism 
huve been dethroned. 
Jub 4th is the day most fatal to the 


kings of the roped arena 
The latest victim is Jass Willard who 


•went down and out in Toledo on Inde- 
pendence day before the onslaught of 
the mighty fists of Jack Dempsev Wil- 
lard has the distinction of rising to the 
sublime heights of pugilism on a re- 
ligious holiday and losing on a patriotic 
one.The giant Kansan fought Jack John- 
sen on April B. 1915 in Havana., which 
happened to be Easter Mondaj—a great 
feast day In all Catholic countries On 
the day that Wlllard whipped the negro 
a,ll business houses in Ha\ana were 
closed and the city was in holiday mood 


Johnson established technical claim to 


the heavyweight championship on one 
holiday and became undisputed king ot 
pugilism on another. It wa& on Christ- 
mas day, 1908, that the 
negro 
met 


Tommy Burns in Snydey, Australia At 
the time, due to Jeffries' 
retirement, 
Burns was ranked as the technical tHle- 


' holder. Johnson battered him to a pulp 


in 14 rounds. 
Less than two years later—on July 4, 


JJ10—the negro became undisputed em- 
peror by whipping Jim Jeffries in Reno. 


Young Corljett startled the fighting 


populace on Thanksgiving day, 1901, by 
knocking out the supposedly invincible 
Terry JlcGovern In two rounds. It hap- 
pened in Hartford, Conn., and the re- 


> 
iTllt of that fight, with a practical un- 
known, dethroning a king of kings, still 
ranks as one of the greatest ring up- 
•ets of all time. 


On Thanksgiving day, 1902, Jimmy 
Britt knocked out Frank Erne in seven 
rounds In San Francisco; a victory which 
mve Britt the right to claim the white 
lightweight championship of the world 
(Jans, who had won from Erne just a lit- 
tle while earlier, refused to make the 
weight for Britt for some years 


On July 4th 1908, Gang took on Battling 
Nelson in Ban Francisco and the "Dur- 
able Dane" knocked out the negro in 17 
rounds—so gaining the lightweight title 


Nelson remained champion until Feb- 
ruary 22, 13lO-~Washlngton'B birthday — 
when he fought Ad Wolgast, the "Mich- 
igan Wild Cat," and went down to de- 
feat after more than 40 rounds of the 
most terrific battling <ver seen between 
lightweights. And Wolgaat, In turn, sur- 
rendered title on a holiday, losing on a, 
foul to Willie Ritchie In 16 rounds on 
Thanksgiving day, 1912, in Dale City, 
Ctilf. 


Abe Attell was featherweight cham- 


pion of the world when he stepped into 
the ring on George Washington's birth- 
day, 1912. When he stepped out of It 
•fter 20 rounds of fighting he was king 
no more. Johnny Ktlbane had beaten him 
to the decision. 


Perhaps If I had known In 1897 what 
J no now—that a. jinx seems to maltreat 
those champions who fight titular bouts 
OR holidays—I might have Insisted upon 
tattling 
Bob Fltzsimmons on March 16 
or 18—instead of the fatal St. Patricks' 
4»y.

Sport World With James J. Corbett 


Jama* J. Corbett

Jack Jackson was one of England's 


pugilistic kings whose memory ever will 
live. For Jackson, son of one of the roost 
aristocratic families of England a cen- 
tury and a half ago, entered the profes- 
sional fight g°ame by accident and in one 
leap achieved the crest. 


Jackson was the chum and intimate 


of princess and poets, a social lion as 
well as the king of the heavyweight 
world and one of the most admired and 
best loved fighters of all time. 
His parents sent him to college and 


had it all figured out that he waa to 
become a doctor. But nature gave to 
Jackson, even before he was 18, a pow- 
erful frame and a love for fighting. 
Jackson, an athlete from earliest boy- 
iiood, soon became adept In the use of 
tils fists and at 19 waa heralded as th& 
best collegiate fighter in England. 


In the spring of 1788—when .Jackson 


waa nearlng his 20th birthday—a ring- 
man named Fewterel, of Birmingham, 
laid claim to the heavyweight cham- 
pionship and issued a. sweeping defi. 
Fewterel's 
claim was recognized 


throughout England because 
he had 


fought eighteen of the beat fighters in 
the empire—and won every one. His 
reputation was such that all profession- 
als feared him and none would give him 
battle. 


In an outburst of boyish enthusiasm 


one day, Jackson told some of his friends 
that he thought he could whip Fewterel. 
Word of it reached the fighter—and 
Fewterel Issued a direct challenge to 
Jackson. The parents of the youngster, 
wrathy, because of the notoriety, forbid 
the boy to flght. 
decided to obey 


them, but when It was announced that 
Jackson wouldn't flght, cries of "cow- 
ard1 were wafted to him. 


They goaded the youngster and he de- 


termined to fight the champion despite 
the opposition of his parents. And on 
June 9, 1788, the encounter was staged 
at Smlthatn, Bottom. 


With the prince of Wales sitting near 
his corner and urging him on to his 
mightiest deeds, Jackson methodically 
cut the Birmingham bruiser to ribbons. 
He showed skill and speed and cleverness 
unseen In any ring up to that time and 
Fewterel's frantic efforts to pound him 
were useless. After one hour and forty- 
seven minutes of fighting, Fewterel 


Jackson at the age of 19, became re- 
garded as the king of pugilists. 
A year later Jackson fought George 


Ingelston in Essex. He had the battle 
practically won when, in the third round 
he slipped on the wet turf and broke 
his ankle in falling. So Ingel&ton won 
the battle. 


Six years passed—and Jackson ap- 


parently had retired from the ring. But 
in 1795 when Dan Mendoza, the cham- 
pion, issued a. broadcast challenge, Jack- 
son accepted and the historic encounter 
took place on April 15, 1796. Jackson 
stunned the fighting clans by whipping 
Mendoza in 11 minute*. 


And by that triumph Jackson became 
again the heavyweight ruler of Flstiana. 


Immediately afterward Jackson an- 


nounced his retirement from the nntf. 
No pressure during the years that fol- 
lowed could induce him to re-enter it 
and he is known in rlngdom as "The 
champion who stayed retired." 


However, in 1796 Jackson struck up an 
acquaintance with a. youngster named 
Tommy Owen and began to groom him 
for a championship battle against "Billy" 
Hooper who had laid claim to the crown 
after Jackson quit the ring. On Novem- 
ber 14, 1796, Owen was sent against 
Hooper and ably seconded by Jackson, 
jfeon easily and so became the undisput- 
ed champion 


Jackson opened a boxing school in 


London which was attended by aristo- 
crats and the royalty. One of his pupils 
was Byron the poet, who termed Jack- 
son "The Emperor of Pugilism." 
A 


friendship sprang up between the two 
that lasted for a lifetime. 


Throueii the years Jackson, by royal 


commant, exhibited his prowess before 
European notables who visited England. 
He sparred frequently with the emperor 
of Russia, the king of Prussia, and in- 
numerable foreign princes as hta audi- 
ence. 


"The finest formed man in all Eu- 
rope" was the compliment paid to this 
six foot, 2M pound youth and sculptors 
sought him as their model. 


In 
October, 1846, without bavins 


known a day of real Illness, Jackson's 
health suddenly broke and he died a few 
hours afterward—at the age of 1J. Over 
hia grave, in Brompton cemetary Is a 
monument erected by popular subscrip- 
tion; a fund to which the king of Eng- 
land and every aristocrat and notable of 
j.

Men and women sat at the little 


round tables in Harry Hill's place 
drinking beer and hard liquor while 
"Seddon's Mouse" and an unknown 
hammered each other on the three- 
cornered stage at one side of the big 
room. 
Behind the bar Harry Hill, 


short, 
chunky 
florid 
and 
black 


haired, kept a watchful eye on the 
whole scene, ready to leap out and 
stop any fighting that wasn't of the 
official variety and under his direc- 
tion. 
"Seddon's Mouse," a batter- 


ed, mushy veteran of the prize rim?, 
who now gained a living by beating 
or being beaten at Harry Hill's three 
or four • times a day, took a solid 
thump on the chin and sat down 
with a thud—a proceeding which 
caused a momentary lapse in con- 
versation at the round tables and a 
craning of necks toward the stage. 
Then, as they dragged the "Mouse" 
out, the talk began again. John'L. 
Sullivan, in a plug hat and a cut- 
away coat, had just had his last 
liquid lefreshment of the afternoon 
and ambled out to go to Madison 
Square Garden to meet Prof. John 
Lafin, challenger of John's claim to 
the title of world's champion. 


Uncle Bill Tovee, the referee at 


Harry Hill's, put on his stovepipe 
hat and left the stage without so 
much as a last look at the prostrate 
"Mouse." 
Uncle Bill was a well 


known character, proud of the fact 
that he looked like .the Duke of 
Wellington and wore a 
fringe of 


whiskers like Horace Greeley's, and 
that some time in the past he had 
been a bruiser himself, and that he 
carried some of the nose marks and 
the ear marks of his old trade. 


As Tovee walked away the seer 


onds strolled 
around 
among the 


tables, passing the hat to take up 
the collection that was the 'sole re- 
ward for the men who had been 
fighting. 


Harry Hill's place was the ac- 


knowledged headquarters 
for 
the 


boxing profession in America. 


A bent nose was a card of admis- 


sion, especially when coupled with a 
thirst and a bankroll to fit it. Any 
day or night in Hill's you might meet 
John L. Sullivan, or Mickey Coburn, 
or Warwick Edwards, or Arthur 
Chambers or Barney Aaron,, or Steve 
Taylor, or Dooney Harris, or a score 
of other celebrities who put on the 
big gloves there now and then to 
pass the time when not busy train- 
ing or fighting somewhere out In the 
woods. 


That was in the "good old days" 


when New York was a comparative- 
ly small town, when stages ran up 
and down Broadway to take you to 
the theaters, and when boxing was 
practically an outlaw sport, 
Oldttme Pugilists Trained Different. 


I've heard oldtimers talk about 


how boxing has become purely a fi- 
nancial proposition, and tell of the 
great men of the old days and how 
much better they were than any of 
our modern boxers. 
But the facts 


hardjy bear them out. When John 
L. Sullivan was king of the ring 
there were no Jack Dempsey's on 
his trail. 
Sullivan and most of the 


men he fought were a hard drinking, 
hard living lot. 
And modern box- 


ers have entirely broken away from 
the idea that it is necessary to 
"break training" with a season of 
loose living after every hard fight. 
Champions like Dempsey, Kilbane, 
.Leonard, Gibbons and Britton are in 
a class far above the champions of 
thirty or fo'rty years ago. They 
come nearer the ideal of the Greek 
athletes, who trained nine months 
for a boxing contest at Olympus, and 
were rejected unless in absolutely 
perfect physical condition. 


But to go back to the picture of 


the "good old days," we'll start from 
Harry Hill's and se« that Sulllvan- 
Laflin flght. 


Sullivan was a terror at Jfcat time, 


when fit to flght. He was a powerful- 
ly built fellow, with sloping shoul- 
ders and great bulging back muscles 
that gave him extraordinary hitting 
power. His legs were none too good, 
but he used them only to walk, to- 


ward his victims. He had a savage 
way about him that usually Intimi- 
dated the man he was to fight. His 
black eyebrows met in a scowl as he 
sat fidgeting in his corner, leaning 
forward to be ready to leap up ana 
go straight across 
bell, eager and 


the ring at the 
threatening as a 


leashed bulldog. But he never train- 
ed as Dempsey trained to beat Wll- 
lard. 
When 
he was twenty-four, 


like Dempsey, he was fighting on his 
great natural strength and pure ag- 
gressiveness, which in later years was 
gradually burned out by dislppa- 
tion. 


This Prof. 
Laflin was a profes- 


sional strong man. He had 'been 
awarded a "beauty prize" at Vienna 
because of his splendidly developed 
muscles, and was known as a skil- 
ful boxer. He had a little down- 
stairs place off Nassau street, where 
he sat day after day at a rowing ma- 
chine of his invention, clad only In 
rowing trunks and shoes. When a 
crowd had gathered around the win- 
dow to look at him he bunched up 
his muscles, posed and began to pull 
at the rowing machine to show his 
fine physique. Sometimes he sold a 
machine. 
• 


This night when Sullivan and 


Laflin fought, Sullivan had done his 
training at Harry Hill's and other 
resorts of the same class in Houston 
street. He wasn't Dempsey-perfect 
by a long shot. He was rather fat. 


In the first round Laflin punched 


John L. at will, and John.L. didn't 
feel quite as aggressive as usual. In 
In the second routod Prof. Laflin tap- 
ped John L. some more and skipped 
about the ring when John chased 
him. 
In the third round Sullivan, 


panting 
and 
entirely 
exhausted 


through his own exertions more than 


now. The police were lined up around 
the ring, shoulder to shoulder, ready 
to stop anything that looked like a 
real scrap, enjoying a fine view 
themselves and letting the specta- 
tors see what they could over their 
shoulders. 


All sorts of funny things hap- 


pened. One night at the Garden, 
Sullivan was to have fought Charlie 
Mitchell. 
The dappftr Englishman 


was In the ring when Sullivan rolled 
in, fully dressed but hardly in condi- 
tion to flght, having indulged in an 
allowance 
of 
refreshments 
that 


didn't go well with training. Sulli- 
van lifted his hand and said: "Cents, 
I'm sick. I can't flght." As he left 
the ring, Mitchell, pink and fit and 
a splendid looking athlete as he al- 
ways was then, added his word, "I'm 
here to keep my engagement with 
Mr. Sullivan," was all he had to say. 
Then the ring was cleared. No men- 
tion was made of returning the 
ticket .money to th» disappointed 
spectators.

Observe,, my fellow citizens,' that Just 
now ..every great ' fighting nation in 
the world is a. member of this part- 
nership, except Germany1 ' arid ; inas- 
much as Germany has accepted a 
limitation 'of her army1 to 100,000 men, 
I -don't 'think for the time being, she 
may be regarded as a great' fighting 
nation. 


"And you know my fellow citizens, 


that armaments mean great, standing 
armies, and great stores of war ma-; 
terial. They dto not mean burden- 
some -' taxation merely, they do not 
mean merely 
compulsory 
military 


service 'which says 
the ' economic 


strength1 of 'the nation, but 'they mean 
the building up of a 'military class. 


"And-there Is no other way to dis- 


pense with great armaments, except 
by the- common agreement 
of ths 


flghting nations of 'the world, and 
here is the agreement. They promise 
disarmament and promise to "agree 
ipon a 'plan. But there was some- 
:hing else we wanted, that is accom- 
jlished by /this treaty. We wanted 
:o destroy autocratic authority every- 
where In the world. 


"My fellow citizens, it does not 


make any difference what kind of a 
minority governs you, if it is a 
minority. ' And the thing we must 
see, to islhat.no minority anywhere 
masters the majority.

I would not 
have you think that I am trying t<J 
characterize those who conscientiously 
object to anything in this great docu- 
ment. , I. take off my hat in the pres- 
ence of any man's genuine conscience, 
and; there are men who are conscien- 
tiously opposed to it, though th«y 
w.ln pardon me if I say Ignorantly 
opposed. 


• "If there is a better scheme, I, for 


one, will subscribe for it. but I want 
to say now as I said the other night, 
It is a case of put up or shut up. Ne- 
gotiation will not save the world. 
Opposition constructs nothing. Op- 
position is the specialty of those -who 
are bolshevlstlcally inclined. 


"Again I assure you I am not com- 


paring any of my respected col- 
leagues to. bolshevlsts; 
but I am 


merely pointing out that the bolshe'- 
vlstlc spirit lacks pvcry element of 
constructive opposition. They have 
destroyed everything and they have 
proposed nothing. 


"Is It not a great vision, my fellow 


citizens, this of the thoughtful world 
combined for peace, and this of all 
the, great peoples of the world asso- 
ciated to see that justice is done.

Kansas City is Reed's home town. 
Wilson apparently is making an 


effort to humanize and visualize the 
treaty and to convince the people 
that the nation is facing one of the 
most, momentous alternatives of its 
history, that if the verdict Is against 
the treaty as it stands the effect will 
be felt in the homes und pocketbboks 
of American citizens. 'Rejection, he 
says, will make America a militaristic 
power facing disappointed unfriendly 
nations in an armed world, with con- 
sequent 
higher 
living costs 
and 


eventual war. This was emphasized 
in St. Louis speeches. 


The president says he warits-to get 


acquainted with the people to get 
the nation's viewpoint arid he seems 
to seek opportunities to get close to 
folks. '

Before the train left St. Louis he 


sat for some time on the rear plat- 
form railing Dinging his leg while 
hundreds massed against the iron 
pickets of the train shed fence, a 
few feet distant, stared, occasionally 
bursting into brief spasms of ap^ 
plause. Many asked for a ."speech" 
but Wilson smilingly answered, ''Oh, 
no."

A Boom in Boxing 
(By Frederic J. Haskin) 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 6.— 


Boxing seems to be in for a boom all 
over the United States, as the result 
of the great amateur ring game 
which was built up in the American 
army during the war. 


In the first place, the army Is turn- 


Ing back Into civil life about three 
million men who are trained boxers, 
and many of whom have a keen in- 
terest in the sport. And in the sec- 
ond place, the army has worked out 
a new set of rules for boxing, and a 
new attitude toward it,, which make 
clear the difference between profes- 
sional pugilism and clean amateur 
boxing. 
The army took boxing out of the pro- 
fessional and commercial class and 
placed It on an amateur basis, Just 
like football, or any other game in 
which a man's courage and skill are 
put to the test. In the great inter- 
national bouts, in which the very top 
cream of the allied armies competed, 
the men fought with no higher re- 
ward for winning In sight than a 
safety razor. That was the limit In 
prizes. 
Usually there was no prize 


except glory. 
The Americans, the 


French and British all frowned on 
prizes. 
They insisted on sport for 


sport's sake. 


Already signs of improvement and 


a better understanding of the boxing 
game, due to the influence of the 
rules promulgated In the army, are 
beginning to appear. 
New boxing 


.associations to promote clean box- 
| Ing are being formed in various parts 
(of the country. Out in the northwest, 
an organization 
has been 
formed 


•which is expected to have a far-reach- 
i ing effect in the development and ele- 
vation of the boxing game in that 
part of the country. It is known as 
the Western Washington Association 
for Government of Boxing. Its object. 
as set forth by the secretary Is "To 
place boxing upon a piano that will 
make it free from,criticism, also to 
protect managers and boxers alike 
from the many evils that have beset 
them in the past. This will be done 


by following strictly the regulations 
and rules as prescribed by the gov- 
ernment during the war." 


At the same time state legislatures 


which have opposed boxing from time 
immemorial are passing laws making 
it legal to conduct amateur boxing 
bouts. 
The 
lawmakers, however, 


favor the boxing game as carried on 
in the army. They oppose profession- 
al pugilism, and prize fights that are 
put on merely for the sake of making 
rooftey. 


A bill to allow boxing was recently 


killed by Governor Frank O. Lowden, 
of Illinois. In vetoeing the bill, he 
said: 


"I favor boxing; I had hoped that 


a bill would be presented that would 
authorize boxing as we have learned 
to know It at the military canton- 
ments during the last two years. The 
more I study the bill, the more I con- 
fess my disappointment in it. So far 
as I can see, it provides all the ac- 
cessories for a prize fight, except the 
decision." 


Joseph E, Raycroft, head of athle- 


tics at Princeton university, and a 
member of the commission on train- 
ing camp activities. Is the man who 
introduced boxing into the United 
States army. 
Shortly after accept- 


ing a place On the commission, he vis- 
ited the Canadian military headquar- 
ters at Toronto. There he became 
a thorough convert to the idea that 
boxing should have a place in our 
military training. He presented this 
belief to the thirty men first called 
into the camps as physical directors, 
'at their initial meeting at Princeton. 
[Most of these men were college 
1 coaches and heads of college athletic 
departments, and they were slow to 
be convinced that boxing was what 
was needed 
But they were willing 


to give it a trial, and the results ob- 
tainofl have completely vindicated Dr 
Eaycroft's position. 


Boxing did not take hold so readily 


among the men themselves. 
Many 


of them were from sections of thp 
country where the game had fallen 
Into disrepute, because of the ques- 


I tionable methods of both promotf rs 
i and boxers 
Also, they did not see 


I the advantage of beinsc'pummelled or 
| getting a wallop on the nose 
They 


could not see how boxing would help 


them to meet German bayonets. They 
wanted guns. 


But slowly the'Idea that an efficient 


soldier must not only be trained in 
the technique of offense and defense, 
but must also be "charged" with fight- 
ing spirit, percolated down through 
the ranks. 
Boxing became popular 


because it tested and trained courage. 


At about the same time the bayonet 


instructors from overseas realized 
that many of the moves in bayonet 
work were the same as those in box- 
ing. 
Some of the best-known and 


cleverest of the professional boxers 
were commissioned as instructors, and 
in a very short time a school for box- 
ing was established at Camp Gordon. 


In a number of the camps, boxing 


was compulsory. In Camp Kearney, 
California, the camp most distarit 
from the scene of battle, every fight- 
ing man waa compelled to box at least 
two three-minute rounds every day. 
At Camp Sherman there were 865 
boxing instructors. 
These enlisted 


Instructors stayed with the division* 
when thoy were ordered overseas, 
while the head instructor, who was 
generally a professional boxer, re- 
' mained In camp to train a fresh batch 
of instructors for the new division 


Probably the most far-reaching ef- 


fect of boxing in the army was the 
promulgation of a new set of rules, 
which, it is predicted, will be adopted 
by. the sporting world 
For more 


than two hundred years, boxing in 
this country and England was carried 
on 
under 
the 
QUepnsburv 
rules. 


These rules were 
not aggressive 


enough to suit the army instructors 
The army boxing rules put a pre- 
mium on aggressiveness. The coun- 
try wanted an aggressive army, and 
boxing was selected as a means of 
| developing that quality. 
| 
The army rules provide for two 


1 judges, stationed on either side of 


j the ring, and for a leferee in the rint: 
i At the end of the bout, which usualh 
[consists of three rounds of two min- 
[utes each, the juclses announce the 
winner.

Marks or points are awarded for 


direct- clean hits with the knuckle 
part of the glove of either hand on 
any part of the front or sides of the 
head, or of the body above the belt. 
Guarding, clucking, slipping and get- 
ting away count most as points in the 
defense. In case the contestants have 
each earned the same number of 
points, the decision is given to the 
one who does most of the leading, or 
who displays the better style. 


Under the army rules, the referee 


has the power to disqualify 
a con- 


testant for hitting below the belt, for 
using the pivot blow, for hitting with 
open glove, wrestling or roughing, or 
for any other act which he- may deem 
unsportsmanlike. 
He also has the 


power to stop the contest if in his 
opinion one contestant is outclassed 
or accidentall} disabled. 


Some very clever boxers were de- 


veloped among the three million men 
tiained In the inter-allied games, the 
Americans took the highest number of 
points, whining the featherweight, 
the middle weight and the heavy- 
weight contests.

The national debt of the United States has 


now reached the staggering sum of $26,596,648,000 
This is just about twice what it would have been 
had a policy of preparedness been adopted when 
$t should have been adopted and had its further- 
ance been conducted with honesty and economy.

the peace treaty on the ground that: 


The question of ratifying the treaty would be elim 


incited as a presidential campaign issue, and Woodrow 
Wilson end the democrats would be deprived of th' 
chance to go to the country on the cry that the repub 
lican party had blocked the road to peace and pro 
longed the disorder and unrest of America and the world 


It would be difficult, indeed, to choose a 


course more craven, more pusillanimous, or more 
unworthy. To ratify the treaty merely as a mat 
ter of political expediency would be the mos 
unpatriotic thing the senate could do, and thos 
guilty of such conduct might justly be denounced 
as the basest of men. 


Opposition to a ratification of the treaty rests 


upon convictions deeper than those engendered 
by a desire for political advantage. 
It would 


no doubt be the easy thing and the simple thing 
to place the whole responsibility for the treaty 
on Woodrow Wilson, and, ratify it, turn re- 
publican attention to an exposure of the graft 
and extravagance of the federal administration 
in its conduct of the war. 
But the republican 


senators would fall far short- of duty in lending 
themselves to a course so unworthy and unpa- 
triotic. Convinced as they are that the treaty

It is true, of course, that hundreds 
of able teachers remain, either because forced to 
do so by circumstances or because tof their love 
for the work, yet the fact remains that hundreds 
of others, just as excellent, have left teaching 
and left it forever. They tired of the profession 
that was so exacting and so thankless; a pro- 
fesstion that required so much and gave so little. 
Very naturally a young man or a young woman, 
educated, refined, and cultivated, chafed resent- 
fully at the idea of being paid less than unskilled 
laborers, and looked longingly to those fields that 
rewarded vastly better while exacting far less. 
And having looked longingly, they did not long 
hesitate. They went. The situation depicted by 
Mr. Hines is bound to grow worse before it grows 
better, too, for each day the demand of business 
goes out for the services of those who have been 
trained as school teachers have been trained. 
A premium is offered for those who are educated, 
diligent, patient, and faithful, and it is a prem- 
ium which makes the material rewards of peda- 
gogy look mean. 


Now, it will be conceded, we believe, that 


there is in all this land no more important work 
than that of the school teacher. 
The teacher 


supplements the functions of the parent, where 
he does not perform them, and into his hands i: 
committed the vital task of molding the future 
citizen. Those who are to lead and those who 
are to follow during the next generation arc 
now in the plastic state and are in the hands oi 
our school teachers to shape for good or evil 
Can you imagine a greater responsibility than 
devolves upon these teachers? Only one, perhaps 
and that is the responsibility -*vhich devolves 
upon the public in seeing to it that only teachers 
of ability, of diligence, and of high character are 
employed.

rying him to a nearby farm house. 
The attending physician fpund that 
practically the whole front of Sni- 
der's body from his feet to his head 
was burned and scalded. If he can 
recover from the original shock, the 
physician says, he may recover.

COME TO STAY? 


an Increasing CIRCULATION of MONEY ADVANCES 


H 


AVE high prices come to stay? In answer 
to this question, which vitally affects every 
man, woman and child, Irving Fisher, pro- 


fessor of political economy at Yale1 University, 
points out that many manufacturers think that 
prices must come down, including the price of 
labor. 
But suggest to them that they make a 


beginning by lowering their prices, and immedi- 
ately they are ready with a demonstration that 
their prices cannot come down, and that they 
cannot pay lower wages. 


The fact is that in this latter contention they 


are probably substantially right, in the opinion 
of Alfred 3. Lotka, writing in the Scientific 
American. 
Where they are at fault is in sup- 


posing or maintaining that their case is peculiar. 
While here and there in special departments 
there may be fluctuations downward as well as 
upward, the present high tide in the general 
price level is probably "due to fundamental causes 
which are not likely to be removed or materially 
altered in the ntsar future, if at all. 


Prof. Fisher, addressing a conference of Gov- 


ernors and mayors assembled at the White House, 
exprensed his view of the situation as follows: 


"The fundamental practical question confront- 


ing business men is whether the general level of 
prices is going to fall. In my opinion it is not 
going to fall much, if at all. We are on a per- 
manently higher price level, and the sooner the 
business men of the country take this view and 
adjust themselves to it, the sooner will they save 
themselves and the nation from the misfortune 
which will come if we persist in our present false 
hopes." 


In order to understand the situation, Mr. 


Lotka explains that it is necessary to fo'rm a 
definite idea regarding the way in which the gen- 
eral price level is affected by the total amount of 
currency that is in circulation. "It will assist us 
in gaining an understanding of this matter," he 
goes on to say, "if we consider first of all an 
ideal simple case. We can afterward fill in the 
details corresponding more closely to actual con- 
ditions. 


"The simple case which we shall first consider 


is that of a community in which all payments are 
made in one kind of currency, say gold, and in 
which there are no credit transactions. In order 
to deai in round numbers, let us suppose that 
in this community there are in circulation 50,000 
ounces of gold which in our coinage represent 
about $1,000,000. Each gold dollar (i. e., 1-20 of 
an ounce of gold), in the course of the year 
changes hands a number of times, once at "each 
purchase or sale in which it is used for payment.

"For example, let us suppose that each ounce

How MEN LEARNED to DRILL HOLES 
T 


HE first hole that early man made in a 
piece of shell or stone was by a blow of a 
stone hammer, which happened to strike in 


such a way as to knock out a small bit of the 
stone or shell. When this man saw the hole and 
noted its convenience, he slipped the sinew of a 
deer into the shell or stone and hung it around 
his neck as an ornament. Others saw the orna- 
ment and wanted one like it, but could not make a 
hole simply by striking the shell. They began to 
ask themselves how they could makes holes in 
things and, taking a bit of pointed stone, they 
worked with that until the hole was drilled. 


It may have happened that early man first 


bored a hole in a bit of wood, accidentally, while 
trying to get fire. It is certain, as savage tribes

prove, that fire was first made by the friction of 
a pointed stick upon another piece of wood, and 
it is very probable that some awkward fire-maker, 
not twirling the pointed stick rapidly enough, but 
pressing down hard, made a hole in the under- 
piece of wood before he had a flame. When this 
happened he was delighted at the unexpected 
ornament which he had manufactured and strung 
the perforated wood with sinew that he might 
wear it. 
In this way the art of drilling was 


gradually developed, so that beads, shells and 
stones might be drilled either with wooden or 
stone drills. 
Many of these drills have been 


found in the caves of prehistoric man in France 
and Germany, and there, too, are fine fish-bones 
skilfully drilled so as to make excellent needles

seems to be unknown over half the world, where 
the prevailing salute is that of snuffing or smell- 
ing, which belongs to the Polynesians, Malays, 
Burmese and other Chinese, Mongols, etc., ex- 
tending thence eastward to the Esquimau and 
westward to Lapland, where Lynnaeus saw rela- 
tives saluting by putting their noses together.

Is the ttollar Really of 


German Origin? 


W 


HILE America borrowed the dollar from 
Spain, its origin was really German, the 
word "dollar" being the English form of 


the German "thaler." It was just four centuries 
ago—in 1519—that Count Schlick of Bohemia be- 
gan to issue silver coins weighing an ounce each. 
These were minted at Joachimsthal, in Bohemia, 
nnd thus became known as JoachimsthaJer, later 
shortened to thalers. In the 16th century, through 
trade with the Dutch, these coins became com- 
mon in England, where they were known as 
"dalers" or "dollars." 
Shakespeare 
mentions 


"dollars" in the second scene of the first act of 
"Macbeth." 


Just 127 years ago, in 1792, the Congress of 


the United States authorized tfte establishment of 
a mint in Philadelphia. With the founding of 
this institution the almighty dollar began to come 
into its own. The Spanish dollar had been conu., 
mon in America for years, and when Gouverneur 
Morris attempted to harmonize all the moneys of 
the States he took tfce dollar as a standard. Some 
sample dollars were exhibited in Congress. The 
plans of Morris were later amended by Jefferson, 
who proposed to strike four coins upon the basis 
of the Spanish milled dollar—a gold piece of the 
value of $10, a dollar in silver, a tenth of a dollar 
m silver, and a hundredth of a dollar in copper. 


The dollar is now the standard value not only 


in the Unucd States, Canada and Newfoundland, 
hut in British Honduras, the Straits Settlement, 
Liberia, the Dominican republic and Colombia. The 
paper dollars of Colombia, however, are v.-ortli 
Je'is than a cent each in gold, while the dolJa^ of. 
the Straits Settlements is worth about 57 cents.

The perfecting of the drill for expeditious 


work followed very slowly. 
The twirling be- 


tween the palms of the hands continued for a 
long time, supplemented by the sharp blow of 
the stone hammer upon the top of the piercer, 
until at last some ingenious man tied a string to 
the top of his drill and noticed that if he wound 
the sinew around the drill and then pulled it 
quickly the drill revolved very rapidly and re- 
wound the sinew so that he could pxill it again 
and get an almost continuous twirl. The Eskimo 
of today simply slips a strap over his drill, gives 
it a single twist, and holding the top in his mouth 
keeps the drill twirling by pulling first with one 
hand, then with the other, until the hole is quick- 
ly drilled. It was for the double purpose of get- 
ting fire quickly and of making perforations that 
the sinew-drill was first invented, even though it 
took ages to perfect it. Later the Egyptians had 
a bow-drill, which represented the highest de- 
velopment of the ancient science of making holes.

"On the other hand, there is a certain definite 


number of pounds of goods bought and sold, which 
are paid for by those $25,000,000.

The price per pound, on an average, will 
now be five cents, just twice what it was before. 


"It will be seen, therefore, that, if in such a 


community as we have been considering, the total 
amount of currency in circulation is increased, 
while other conditions remain unchanged, the ef- 
fect is to raise all prices in the proportion of the 
increase in the amount of circulating medium of 
exchange. 


''Suppose that the doubling of the gold dollars 


is carried out quite impartially. Each man would 
suddenly have twice as much money in his pocket 
as before. At the same time all prices would be 
doubled. Evidently this would make absolutely 
no difference in the general economic status of 
the. individual in the community. It is only if 
the readjustment takes place unevenly that the 
change causes more or less acute discomfort and 
suffering to some, while it brings profit to others. 
In point of fact this is always the case in natural 
piacticr-, owing to the effect of long time contracts 
and the inertia of law and custom. 


"In practice, of course, it will never happen 


that a change in the amount of currency in circu- 
lation takes place unaccompanied by other 
changes in various economic factors. 
But the 


effect of the change in the amount of currency in 
circulation will be essentially thev same, though 
the influence of other factors (such as an increase 
or decrease in production of commodities) may be 
superimposed upon that of the change in circulat- 
ing medium, so as either to re-enforce its effect or 
to mask it more or less completely.

MAKING YOUR OWN MOTION-PICTURE CAMERA 
T 


HE amateur photographer who, long ago, 
bbecame an expert in still life studies, is soon 
to graduate into a higher degree of the art 


—motion picture photography. Already there are 
appearing on the market popular priced "movie" 
cameras that are simple of operation. The ama- 
teur who wants to get into the "movie"' end of the 
game can easily convert his "still life" camera 


verted, in such a manner that a wooden shield 
may be fitted to the space usually occupied by 
the film or plate. An opening exactly in the cen- 
tre % by % in. is cut in the shield, being the 
height and width of the lens. 


A wooden frame to be placed directly back of 


the camera is made in the shape of an H, the 
upper part of the H for the roll of film, the cen- 
tre for attaching the film-moving mechanism, and 
the lower pait to guide the film back to the take- 
up reel. An opening is made in the centre of the 
wooden frame, the size being the same as the 
opening in the camera shield, the openings to be 
opposite each other for the purpose of focusing, 
and, in case the camera is used as a projectoi, 
to allow the light to pass through the film. 


As the film must move exactly % in. to an 


exposure, it is better to use the mechanism for a 
toy projector rather than to make it. 


The shutter of the camera used is left open, 


or means is provided for operating it from the 
outside of the box. The shutter is made of a

A very simple method of making 


a motion picture camera out of an 
ordinal'}' camera is given in detail 
by LPO Hirs'i in Popular Science 
Monthly.

two bevel gears are used. One gear is attached 
to the cam-shaft of the film-moving mechanism 
and the other to the drive-shaft of the shutter. 


The drive-shaft, to which the shutter is at- 


tached, extends outside the camera box, and a 
wooden circle, which is hollowed to inclose the 
shutter, is fastened to the box. 


To time the shutter to the movement of the 


film, all that is necessary is to see that the open- 
ing in the shutter passes the lens opening after 
the film has moved, and that the shutter is closed 
while the film is moving. This may be done by 
setting the beginning of the opening of the shut- 
ter in front of the lens just after the cam that 
moves\ the film has brought the film down for 
exposure. 


It is necessary to have the-film meter to tell 


how many feet of film have been exposed. 
The 


one used in this camera was built by bending a 
wire in the shape of the letter L. The small part 
of the L rides the film, and the long part, ex- 
tending through the box and the calibration, is 
marked off by running through one foot at a 
time. As the roll of film gets smaller the indicat- 
ing hand will move according to the position of 
the part that rides the film roll. \ 


The view-finder is made from a small camera, 


and, after attaching to the box, is marked to in- 
dicate the position of the subject on the film. 
The take-up reel is to wind up the film after the 
exposures are made, and is run by a belt from the 
cam .shaft. The wheels may be obtained from a 
10-cent toy, spaced the width of the him apart, 
and large enough in diameter to hold the capaci- 
ty of the roll of film used.

Coins made irom other metals do 
not materially affect the argument, so far as the 
United States is concerned, because their total 
value is but a email fraction of that of the gold 
in circulation, and their issue and exchange value 
is flxed by law in terms of gold, 


"The situation is very different in the case of 


certain forms of paper currency. 
Since 1914 


fedtral reserve notes and national bank notes 
amounting in the aggregate to a large value have 
been issued, which are but partially covered by 
gold. That portion of the paper currency thus 
issued, which is not covered by gold, represents 
so much increase in our total money in circula- 
tion. The recent issue of Federal Reserve Bank 
notes does not represent any expansion of our 
currency, since they were merely substituted for 
silver certificates which were retired." 


Another factor that Mr. Lotka points out as 


exerting a very important influence on the pur- 
chasing power of the gold dollar is the habit or 
custom established to a greater or less extent in 
modem civilized countries, and in particular in 
the United States, of carrying bank deposits sub- 
ject to check. Such deposits, formed in part of 
promissory notes secured by various forms of 
a non-negotiable property, virtually convert such 
property into liquid, circulating currency. Quot- 
ing words of Prof. Irving Fisher: "To put it 
crudely, banking is a device for coining into dol- 
lars land, stoves and other wealth not generally 
exchangeable." 


"The effect of an increasing prevalence of 


payment by check," says Mr. Lotka, is very much 
the same as if the amount of gold in circulation 
were increased: Taken by itself, that is to say, 
in the absence of any compensating changes, it is 
bound to produce a rise in the general price level. 
Similar remarks apply to the practice of trading 
on the basis of book credit, since this tends to 
create offsetting debts, which can be partially 
cancelled without money changing hands. This 
again is virtually equivalent to the effect of in- 
creasing the amount of money in circulation and 
tends to bring about a rise in the general price 
level. 
' 
"The relation between the principal factors 


thus affecting the general price level is shown 
graphically 
in the accompanying illustration. 


The upper one of the three diagrams represents 
conditions in 1896. The money in circulation at 
that time was $88,000,000,000, its velocity of cir- 
culation 18.8—that is to say, each dollar changed 
hand.-. 18.8 times in a year. This fact is repre- 
sented in thejdrawing by a money bag suspended 
from the scale arm at a point corresponding to 
18.8. Similarly a- bankbook suspended at a point 
38.6 indicates that in 1896, 2.71 billion dollars of 
bank deposits circulated with a velocity of 86.6 
per annum for each dollar. 
These two factors 


are balanced on the right hand side of the scale 
by a certain quantity of all kinds of goods, multi- 
plied by the lever arm, which here represent? the 
price per unit, expressed in percentages of the 
1909 
prices. It will be understood that the ordi- 


nary principles of the lever are assumed; the 
leverage equals weight multiplied by distance, 
and is equal on both sides. 
The diagrams for 


1914 and 1918 are similarly drawn. 


"How does all this apply to the present condi- 


tions in the United States? 


"Over $1,000,000,000 in gold has come into thi, 


country from abroad since 1914. On June 30, 
1918, the portion of the gold reserve o[ the fed- 
eral reserve banking system which supported na- 
tional bank deposits and federal reserve notes 
was three times as large as the gold reserves 
under the old national banking system on June 
30, 1914. During the Mime period credit instru- 
ments (demand deposits anj note1.) increased 
about two fold. There is at present a surplus of 
about $700,000,000 over the legally required 
gold reserves, and on a conservative estimate this 
would be sufficient to support a future expansion 
of 50 per cent, in our credit instruments. These 
factors in themselves go a long way to account for 
the present high price?, and do not point towaid 
any probably fall of level. Such a fall might be 
induced or aided by a return of gold from re- 
serves into circulation. But experience elsewhere 
und in the past make^ such return appear ex- 
tremely improbable; the habit of carrying gold 
currency has lost ground both in our western 
states and also in the United Kingdom. 


"Another factor which would tend to lower our 


price level would be the outflow of gold to Europe 
and to other countries. But we are now the cred- 
itors of Europe and money will flow toward us 
rather than out of our borders. Nor can we figure 
with any degree of confidence on the introduction 
of low-priced goods from Europe when normal 
trade is re-established, and look for a correspond- 
ing outflow of gold. For prices have risen to 
even higher levels in Europe than they have here." 


From all the foregoing 'facts M,r. Lotka draws 


the net conclusion that all indications are that 
little if any fall in the general price level may 
be looked for in the near futuie, but that on the 
contrary a rise may be expected to continue for 
p considerable time to come.

They are all now 
being stripped off, and will no doubt be eaten in 
the form of delertable soups.

With civilization comes change and elabora- 


tion in headdress. 
As mankind advanced, from 


savagery, and with each step in his development, 
became more sensitive to beauty, the hair took 
rank as something more than a mere covering 
for the scalp and a protection from the weather. 


In Biblical times'it was a disgrace to be bald, 


and the term "baldhead"' was one of reproach. 
Among eastern nations men as well as women 
wors their hair long and carried to great ex- 
ti-emes its curling and dressing, and anointed it 
with aromatic pomatums. 


Among the Gaulr we also find that both 


sexes esteemed long hair. 
When conquered by 


Julius Caesar they were compelled to cut then- 
hair in token of submission. Caesar, being bakl 
himself, thoroughly appreciated the penalty he 
inflicted, for it is said of all the honors bestowed 
upon him by Rome, he valued most the privilege 
of wearing always his crown of laurels, which 
concealed his baldness. Tne ancient Britons were 
extremely proud of their abundant blonde lock« 
and to increase their brightness they used ;: 
mixture which had a similar effect to the modern 
bleaches. 


Coiffure Ornaments 


During the Middle Ages elaborate hair orna- 


ments were in fashion for women. Burne-Jones'b 
illustrations of Chaucer, particularly the Canter- 
bury Pilgrims, show the most picturesque head- 
dress worn by the women of that period, and in 
a less attractive era the hair was sometimes piled 
three or four feet high and arranged on wires 
to represent fantastic figures, ships bemc' espe- 
cially favorer!.

One Set Liable to Cost 


Thousands of Dollars 


E set cost thousands of dollars 
to 
manufacture. A thousand 


principals and extras are often engag- 
ed at different times in the production. 
Five camera men and assistants are 
always on hand during the making of 
a picture. 


As a rule, the public has little con- 


ception of the huge expenditure in the 
making of a moving picture. 
'In a recent Metro production it was 


necessary to produce a complete cir- 
cus. The novelty of a complete cir- 
cus, staged for motion-picture pur- 
poses, served to draw hundreds of 
residents of Hollywood and vicinity to 
the grounds on which the tents were 
pitched 
This property, an entire 


block, was rented by the producing 
company, and constituted 
the same 


area as used by Barnum & Bailey or 
Rmgling Brothers' shows in their met- 
ropolitan quarters. The moving-pic- 
ture director supervised the setting of 
the big main tent, the side-show can- 
vas, the animal tent and the wagon 
top. Many smaller shelters, used for 
"chow" quarters, prop, and supply 
tents, were also included.

spirit of a circus crowd en masse. One 
of the photographers shot a complete 
panoramic view of the crowd with the 
three rings in full swing, and the au- 
dience spellbound by the daredevil 
stunts of the acrobats. 


deter Tricks Employed 


to Cot Down Expenses 


TkiffANY other producers have effect- 
*»* ed this in a semisatisfactory 
sort of way by the use of close-ups, 
flashes and scenes inspired by the 
leadership of a cheer leader, but the 
panoramic view of a real circus shows 
the circus in a new light to screen fol- 
lowers. i, is another example of how 
a crafty moving-picture director dodg- 
ed a huge expense attached to the 
bringing of several thousand persons 
into a circus. Had these same people 
been on the pay roll of the producing 
company, as extras, the expense would 


amounted Into the thousands. 


Many scenes, too, have to be shot 


over, which entails heavy expense. For 
Instance, the yokelry often spoil per- 
fect scenes by stepping m and offer- 
tag assistance while believing a real 
tragedy is being enacted. 


Director Franklin of the Metro stu- 


dios promises that the next time he Is 
to handle a revolution or a picture of 
similar makeup, he will have the cam- 
era set up where the yokelry can not 
overlook it. Here's the reason.

HE millions of people who saw "Heart of the World" and "The 


Birth of a Nation," will probably agree that no one but a wiz- 
ard could have put either one of them together. The wizard in 


this instance was David W. Griffith, a son of old Kentucky. In his 
veins flows some of the richest blood of the Southland. His father was 
Gteneral Jacob Wark Griffith of the Confederate army, a warm pe'rsonal 
friend of "Little Joe" Wheeler. His grandmother was a Shirley Carter 
of Virginia, and his mother an Oglesby of Georgia. 


What Belasco has been to the stage, Griffith has been to the motion 


picture. He was born in La Grange, Ky., in 1880. He was poor and Ms 
early years were ones of struggle. Beginning as a clerk, he was seized 
with a desire to be an operatic star and studied music. He actually 
got an engagement as baritone with a company travelling out of Battle 
Creek. It Is said that he was pretty good, but the show went bloole 
in Toledo, and "Larry," as he was then called, had to work his way 
back to Louisville. He got a Job with the Eagle-Meffert Stock Com- 
pany, and there followed several years of stock work, here and there. 
He at one time persuaded James K. Hackett to accept a play which 
opened in Washington and closed next week in Baltimore.

Just the sort of a young fellow you might 
meet without suspicion sitting at a1 mahogany 
desk in command of some big business enterprise. 


George Fawcett Hamby is not his real name. 


But a man can die by any name. 


At this writing he sits in the death house at 


Sing Sing with tobacco and books on psychology, 
theosophy, -aviation and navigation. I found him 
awaiting death with no regrets for his deeds, 
for.ashesaicl to the iury—as one who participated 
in the robberies which led to the shooting of sev- 
eral men—"every man had a chance." 


The few weeks of life which still belonged to 


George Fawcett H?mby, who also calls himself 
Jay Boyd Allen, were to him merely the time 
which must eiapse before he expeuences the so- 
far most interesting pha.se of his soul's existence, 
lie bcli^ve-j in evolution of the s<5ul, via the ic- 
aticaination route. 
In answer to "my question, 


''How do you look upon death?" ho sari: "It is 
mtcicsting to contemplate what is beyond—if 
theu -s anything." 


"If I Feared Death—" 


"\ou know," he continued, "if I feared death 


I wou'd now be serving a life term in Washing- 
ton. 
But I coujd not stand confinement and I 


gave myself up for the crime I was wanted for 
in New Yoik state, that 1 might end it all 
quicklj " 


As to the electric chair this eircrnw among 


criminals believes theio is no pain connected ,vith 
it. He doe-* not h<ive any theones on the ri'jht or 
wrong of capital punishment, bui believes that 
many men who would olheiwise be a menace to 
society are frightened into decent livnt* or to 
careers of crime by fear or capital punishment. 


"Do you ever think about the sorrow and suf- 


fering1 you have brought to the wives, children or 
sweethearts of the men you have killed?" I asked 
him during one interview which will never be for- 
gotten. For as I talked to the man who was sit- 
ting with a background of prison bars as the 
confessed murderer of three men and the robbery 
of many banks, I could believe neither my eyes 
nor ears as he dramatically unfolded in an im- 
personal sort, of a way with no bravado nor re- 
fret his deeds of the past eight years. 


"I Gave Them a Chance" 


"Xever until killed Bob," he admitted. "I was 


voiy fond of Bob and no one'regrets his death 
more than I do. I meant to provide for his wife 
and adopted child, but "with the others—well I 
trave them a chance. It was all a part of my 
vocation. It was twenty to one in favor of the 
others. But usually I did not have to shoot. In 
the West men respect a gun. They would rather 
be live men than dead heroes. But, if you do 
bhoot m tha We»t you shoot to kill or they get 
you fii st. 
I guest, I shot too straight in the 


Brooklyn Bank." 


"Has your sense of social obligation ever made 


you hesitate to ciny out a planned rubbery?" 
was another q-ic'-tion it seemed the public would 
be mteiested in having answered, "^o, never," 
he icpliecl after a second's thought.

"I nevei could have controlled the men if they

•ffund tli" opportunities for a robbery, made all 
t'\e plans and directed the ivork. 
I never shot 


pnless I had to. Sometime.-, the men I had select- 
ed to help me would lose their neive and I could 


not carry out the plans. This happened in St. 
Paul. We were to hold up a certain bank one 
afternoon. One boy and myself were to go inside 
with a bag as if we were going to make a deposit. 
The third man was to come in, draw his gun and 
we were to make a quick get-away. But he did 
not come. The boy with me, now serving time 
in a Minnesota penitentiary, and I stood at the 
side desk making out a deposit slip. We waited 
as long as we could without exciting the suspicion 
of the bank officials and then said something 
about making the deposit the next day in a tone 
loud enough to be heard. 
When we got outside 


there, leaning up against the wall, was the boy 
we had been waiting for. 
He said he was* not 


coming in until the policeman on the corner went 
and I alm8st lost my temper as I explained to 
him that the policeman left his post at 6 o'clock 
and the bank closed at 3, But he would not act, 
saying he did not lilje to commit a robbery with 
a policeman so conveniently near. 


That "Needed the Money1' 


"I was without funds at the time- and had 


been borrowing from a pawnbroker who, in the 
terms qf. the underworld, was a 'fence.' I did not 
want him to make fun of me that night when I 
told him I would not be able to pay my loan. So 
the boy who had been with me—whom I had had 
sleeping with me for some nights to keep him 
from telline; anyone anything—and I gave the 
third chap the empty" bag and let him go. I did 
not want him to know anything about me or 
where I lived. On our way to my rooms we 
passed a laundry which was in an inconspicuous 
place and on the spur of the moment I decided 
to get my funds there. I figuiecl that it was pos- 
sible that the laundry had not banked the day's 
i eceipts. I saw that the safe door was open. We 
walked into the laundry, which was peculiarly 
built. I sat on the counter casually, as if I had 
come in for a fnenclly chat, pulled my gun from 
the hip so it was hidden fiom the street and told 
the entire force, which included two men and 
^everal girls, to keep their hands just where 
they were. I could not tell them to throw their 
hands up because any one passing would under- 
stand. The poor stenographers were so fright- 
ened they held their hands rigid above the key- 
board. I told the-n to drop their hands in their 
laps and not to be flightened. All this time the 
boy with me was standing still. It is a way with 
green men —they cannot act until commanded. 
So I ordered him to take the money from the 
safe. 1 could sue as be put the bills in his pockets 
that we were not doing a very big piece of work. 
As wo were ready to go I noticed a small suit- 
case on one of the desks.

His Hatred of Bad Language 


One must know Hamby to appreciate how 


much of a hit such language would make with 
him. Vulgarity, strong language, even slang, is 
offensive. 
He did not say so, but there is no 


doubt in my mind that the accomplice ended his 
connection with Hamby then and there—even as 
Hamby made a vow that never again would he 
risk his professional respect over such a petty 
job. He held himself as a five-figured profes- 
sional and nothing below $10,000 gave him the 
sen^e of exclusiveness his soul desired. 


During the eight years he has made his living 


by robbing banks at the point of a gun, Hamby 
had never been under arrest until he gave him- 
self up in Washington. Indeed, he believed that 
he never would be arrested, but that he would 
meet his end in a gun fight which he so loved. 


"The play of the gun.s acted on me like mili- 


tary music does on a well-trained soldier," he 
told me. "I wanted money and the things, money 
can buy, but more than the money, I craved the 
excitement of getting it and the automobile races 
it bought and the case and books. 
Gun play 


certain,y furnished the thrills and gave me a 
sense of elation."

aries were crude and would not be feasible these 
days. It is the wish of this interesting Occupant 
of the Sing Sing death house to be in a class 
alone, as the last word in up-to-date, five-figured 
high finance, as it were. 


In eight years he has ad<Jed to a seldom light 


money belt $40Q,000. 
Some of this he has had 


to share with his .helpers with whom he never 
associated after the money was divided, thus 
avoiding the police. 


Hamby will die, if the writer judges right, 


with no regrets expVessed or unexplained. 
He. 


told me that if he were free again he wbuld re- 
imburse himself from some bank and leave the 
country. "But," he emphasized, "I would never 
go away without funds." 
When his day comes 


to pass through the gate which leads to the elec- 
tric chair Hamby will walk elect. He will not 
weaken. Not because he will not regret and re- 
pent, but because he cannot. The part of us we 
call a conscience, he seems to lack altogether. 


Before closing tho green gate on this youthful 


bank robberx and murderer whose real name at 
this writing is not known, but which he confesses 
can be found \n^t combination of letters used in 
his. aliases, hear his warning: 


"Once you start you can never stop. 
There 


is only one way. Never begin." 
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
